done, that it did engage them unto more labori- 
ous works than ever” they had, not onely while 
London was. burning, in removing what they 
could ſave of th:ir Goods from the Fire : but al- 
ſo ſince, in looking out new Habitations, and fit- 
ting their Houſes and Shops for Trades : mhich 
hath given them occaſion for ſo much diſtrafion, 
that I fear they could hardly ſettle their minds to 
read and conſider ſo ſeriouſly as they ſhould, what 
the Lord hath been doing with them, and ſpeak- 
ins unto them by this Terrible Voice, which 
hath ſounded (o loud in their tears, but by ths 
time I hope that the moſt have attaimed to ſome 
kind of Settlement, at leaſt ſo much, as to give

The Plague indeed when 1- was came, made little 
diſcrunination between the bodies of the righteous, and 
the bodies of the wicked ; no more doth Grace ; che 
difference is more inward and deep 3 1t is the foul 
begins co be clorified hereby, and hah the 'eed of 
ecernal life pur' into it, when it doch paſs the new 
birth ; but che body 1s not changed with the foul; the 
body remiins as it was, as frail,and weak, and expoſed 
to dileaſes and death, as before, and as the body of 
any wicked perſon, and therefore the 1nfe&ious dil- 
eaſe of the Plague coming intoa populous City, the 
bodies of the righteous, amongſt che reſt, receive the 
cont gion, and they fall in the conmon calamity;there 
is a difference in the mannec of their deach, and , 
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2 Jifference in their place and ſtate after death, as hath 
been ſpoken of before, but the kiude of death is the 
ſame. 

So the Fire doth makeno diſcriminationbetween the 
Houſes of the godly, and che Houſes of the ungodly; 
they are all made of che ſame combuſtible matter, and 
greenkindled as bodies infeted, one by another : In- 
deed the Godly have God to be cheir habication, and 
they arc Citizens of the New 7erzſalem which is 2- 
bove, a City which hach fo indations, whoſe Bui'der 
and Maker is God ; an abiding-City, which the fire 
cannot reach ; and their perſons are ſecu:ed from th: 
Aames of Eternal Fire in Hell ; but they haveno pro- 
miſg n'3r {ecurity for the prelervation of their Houſes 
from Fire here in this World, The Judgments of the 
Plague and Fire being ſent, work according to their 
nature, withone diſtiuguiſhing che righrequs, 

Bur if we further enquire into the reifon, Why the 
Plague was fent the Jaft year, and ſuch a Fl gue 
as hath nct been known chis forty year, which raged 
ſo ſorely, when theie was ro ſuch ſuſtrinels of Wezs 
ther (as in'other years) to encreaſe ic ; and why the 
fire was (ent this year, and ſuch a fie as neirher we, 
nor our fore-fath<r1s ever knew, neither do we read 
of in any Hiſtory, of any ſo great in any lace in 
time of peace: What ſhall we ſay was the cauſe of 
theſe extraordinary National Judgments, bur the ex- 
traordinary National Sins ? It wasan extraordinary 
hand of God which b ough: the Plague, of which no 
natural cauſe can be aflign'd why it ſhould be lo greac 
that year more then in former years, but that fin was 
grown toa gr-ater heighth; and that a Fire ſhould pre-

the Ciry, and that ſu-/2menc juſt following upon the

England be afraid? and what arnazing terrour will 
thete then ſarprize this vile generation ? Cay their 
h.arts enlurts or their hands be ftrong in the dav that th: 
Lord ſhall d.al with them ? Ezek. 22,14, Then the 
Loid will roar from his holy habitation with ſuck a 
terrible yoice, as ſhall make tacir ears to tingle, their 
hearts to quake and tremble, he will roar like a Lion, 
and tear them in pieces, when there ſhall be none to 
deliver. Ifthefſhaking of his rod hath moved them, 
and the beginning of his Judgments, which he hath 
executed upou others, hath affrighted them, what wall 
theic behaviour be when the (courge is laid upon their 
own backs, and judgment ſhall fall upon their own 
herds! Surely che judgments intended pu: polely for 
the molt ungodly, arenot yet come ; yet, as they are 
like to be exceeding great, becaule more of pure and 
uamixc wrath will accompany them 3 fo they are like 
to be very near, beczuſe they are filling up the mea. 
ſureci their wickednels ſo faſt, and they ſeem to be 
arrived even tothe uttermoſt of fin z ſurely their 
Judgmen: doth aeicher linger nor ſlumber, but is up- 
onthe wing, haſteaing towzrds them ; fſirely the arm 
of the Lord is awakened, and lifted up on high, and 
though infinite patience doth hold ic up a little while, 
to ty whether the Judgments already executed upon 
others, before their eyes will work any good effe&t 
upon them, ſo as to awaken then, and {top them, and 
rurn them from their evil way , yet if they proceed 
im their finful courſe, His arm I am perſuaded will 
come down with ſuch force and fury upon them, that 
' their deſtruftion ſhall be remarkable to all that are 
round about them: and I have much of that perſuas 
fion, that the Lord will as it were hangnp many ” 
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the Villains of opr times, who have been guilty of 
ſuch treachery and rebellion againſt the great King of 
Heaven, aSit werein chains, and make their puniſh- 
meat here as aotorious as their fins have been, that the 
whole World may hear and fear, and take heed of 
ſuch vile praiſes : 1ſuppoſe they may not now ex- 
pet it, nor fear it, no More then the Old World did 
cheir drowning, or Sod»m and Gomorrab did their 
burning; becauſe deceitful {in hath hardened their 
hearts; long cuſtom ia lin with 1mpunity bath ſear. 
ed their Con(ciences as with an hot Iron : but then they 
are in the greateſt danger, when they ſleep with the 
greateſt fecurity. When men grow deſperately harden- 
ed againſt often and all reproofs by Word and Red 
too, what follows but /ud«e: d.ftrulion,and that with« 
out remer'y ? Prov.2g.l. And when men cry peace and 
ſafcty, then ſudden deſtrufFion cometh upon them, 8 tra» 
vel wpon a woman with child, and they ſhall not eſcape, 
x Theſ.5.3, And if ſome of this uatoward and wick- 
ed Generation do drop away Without a remarkable 
temporal deſtra&tion, God will make his righteouſneſs 
evident to them in the other world, when he claps up 
their (ouls cloſe priſoners in the loweſt Dungeon of 
Hell, appointing black Devils to be their Gaolers, 
Flames of fire to be their clothing, kideous Terrours 
and wo be to their food :- Cain, Fu445,and other dam- 
ned tormented [p1rits, to be their companions ; where 
they muſt lie bound in the chains of darkneſs cill che 
Judgment of the great day : and when the general 
Aſſize is come, -. the Angels have blown the laſt 
Trumpet, and gathered the Ele& tothe right hand of 
Chrift, thenthey will be ſent. with the Keys of the 
Bottomleſs pit, and the Priſon will be opened for a 
while, and like ſs many Rogues in chains they ſhall 
together with all their fellow- finners be broughc 
forth, and find out rhe dirty fleſh of their yon:

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wh ch like a naſty ragg they ſhall then put on, and 
with moſt rufall looks, and trembling joints, and hor- 
Tible fhreeks and unexpreſſible confuſion and terrour, 
they ſhall beho!d the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, whom in life- 
time they deſp ſed and affronted, come down from 
eaven in flaming fire, to take vengeance upon them, 
who will ſeatence them to the flames of eternal fire, 
and drive them from his Throne and Preſence, inco 
utter darkneſs, wherechey mult rake ap their lo1g- 
ing for evermore. They,then there will be a clear reve - 
Jation of ihe righteous, and dreadful Judgments of rhis 
great Ged unto the World, and upon chis accurſed ge» 
neration. | 
But more fuſly to clear up the reaſon of Londns 
Juckenes, and the righteoulnels of God herein, God 
ath indeed ſpoken very terribly, but he hath anſ»er- 
ed us very righteouſly. London was not fo 2o1ly, as 
ſome ſpeak by way of ſcoff : no ! if lon 'on had been 
more generally godly, and more powerfully godly, 
theſe Judgments might have been eſcap.d, and the 
ruine of the City prevented : No! it was the ungods+ 
linels of Longo which brought che Plague and tire 
upon London. There was a general Plague upon the 
Heart, a more dangerous infetion, and deadly Plague 
of fin, before there was ſent a Plague upon the body 3 
there was a Fire of divers liſts which was enkindted, 


and cid bura in the boſom : ſometimes iſſuing our |; 


flames at the door of the mouth, and at the windows 
of the eyes of the Inhabitants, before the fire was 
kindled ia the City, which ſwallowed up ſo many ha- 
bitations. We haye fallen (thouſands of perloas)into 
the grave by the Plague,thouſands of houles,as a great 
Homument upon them, by the fire ; and whence is it ? 
We are fallen by 6ur iniquitiecs, Hoſea 144 1+ The Crown 
3! fallen from our heads : and what is tie reaſon f be» 
cauſe we have ſinned ac@inſt the Lord, Lam. 5, 16, on 
: at 
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hathſpoken terribly, but be hath anſwered righteonſ- 
ly : as he gives great and eſpecial Mercies in anſwer 
unto prayer, {06 he ſendeth great and extraordiniry 
Judg nents in anſwer unto fin : there 15 a yoice 2nd 
oud cry, eſpecially in ſome fins, which eutre:h 1nto the 
ears f the Lord of Sabboth, James 5, 4. When Ged 
ſp:aks by terrible things, he makes but a righteous re- 
turn co this cry. 

And thnugh theſe Judgments of Plague and Fire 
are National ]2dyments, and may be the produtt of 
National fins, and am I verily perſwaded, that God 
was more. h ghly provoked by-ſome that dwelt out of 
the City, than with thoſe which dwelt in it, I meanths 
p ophane and urgedly generation, who chief] y did in- 
natit more remotely, and that God, being ſo pro. 
vokt, was the more ready to firik , and let his hand 
fall to heavy up n L dex: yet tince many ofthe un.
